joys the distinction of haring beeu the fleet 
recipient of that much-coveted honor. The 
act of conspicuous bravery, on June 21at. 
1K34, by which he accured U conatsted in 
throwing overboard during the campaign 
In the Rattle n live shell which had fallen 
on board the Ilecln. 

The V. C. had Its origin during the 
Crimean war. when Queen Victoria felt 
that some recognition of the personal dar¬ 
ing and heroism nf ber wddlers In that 
terrible straggle was needed: and It la said 
that the designs for the first Cross were 
made by no less a person than the late 
Prince Consort. Both the Crna and its 
bar are made from hroncc which formerly 


formed part of Ruaalan guns captured n 
the Crimea. 

It may not be generally known that at 
onfi time the award was not confined to 
service In action. An Instance occurred |a 
1800, when a private In the Rifle Brigade 
waa granted the Croaa for heroic conduct 
at a fire In Canada, while a London police¬ 
man waa among the first batch at recipi¬ 
ents decorated by the late Queen In Hyde 
Park In 1W7. By a change made In tha 
warrant in 1885, however, the Victoria 


Cross ran now be earned only by service ’n 

the field. 

Another fact not known to all, perhaps. 
In connection with the V. C. to that when 
It was first Instituted the decoration was* 
viewed with anything but favor by many 
soldiers, who held It tQ be superfluous in«l 
uncalled for. “Aa well decorat a a woman 
for her virtue aa a soldier for being brave.”

The Infanta Isabella, aunt of the King, 
a widow of tt> year* of age. and the nmfct ] 
popular person in Spain, formerly had 
a large suite of apartuieut* on the main 
flour of the palace, but with her usual 
delicacy and thoughtfulness she tech ted 
them after the coronation in order that 
they might lie ready for the tjuecti mother 
In case the King should marry. Isabella 
now live* in a private palace within n 
few blocks of the royal residence, and ia 
^ daily visitor there. 

The young Kin* and his mother have 
Urge suite* on the front of the pala«*e. 
facing the city, and the location of their 
bedroom* i» indicated by the invariable 
palm leaves atta«*hed to the balcony, ac¬ 
cording to the Spanish custom. You will 
see similar palm leaves hanging to the 
balconies of nearly all the residences in 
town, those of the poor as well as the 
rich. 

A sheet of white paper tied to the Iron 
railing means that the room is for relit, 
a palm leaf means that it is the sleeping 
chandler of a pious Catholic, who 
brought it home from church on the last 
Palm Sunday, and placed it there to keep 
away evil spirit*, diseases and misfor¬ 
tune*. It remain* there the entire year 
uutil the next auuiversary. when a new 
palm, fresh from the blessiug of the 
priest, is substituted. 

The King ha* very comfortable quar¬ 
ters. much more homelike than are usual¬ 
ly found in royal palaces. He has a 
series of drawiug room*, a dining-room 
larger than that at the White I!ou*e nr 
Washington, a library with about $000 
volumes upon the studies, mostly modern 
publications and current literature in all 
the European language*: a music room, a 
stnokiug roonk. billiard mom. gymnasium 
and study, which is alao used as au office. 

Hi* sleeping chandler is large nnd 
airy, and contniit* two lied*, one of which 
i* occupied by his private Secretary, or 
one of his tutor* or nidi's, a* they are 
termed since the coronation —Major 
Lorijit. Major Casteljon or Count! Andlm*. 
He is never allowed to sleep alone, and 
in au adjoining room sleejsi Prhdeucio, 
hi* venerable valet, while two of hi* body 
guards are always in the anteroom.'

The Canadian Pacific railway is Unit¬ 
ing to fill shippers, ng*-rit+, etc., of its 
own ami connect rug lines a circular call¬ 
ing attention to the necessity for prop¬ 
erly awl carefully marking and address¬ 
ing all freight (-ousigued to points along 
,it* line*. 

Both shipper and carrier are interest¬ 
ed in lUl* matter, as th** loss and mis¬ 
carriage of-goods may be nearly always 
traced to some irregularity in the ad- 
dr«»**. The circular sent out by W. II. 
Mclnhes. freight traffic mnuager, reads 
a* follows: 

'The attention of all concerned is 
again directed to the necessity of fully 
markin g all freight. 

~"i: Each package or piece mast !»e 
plainly) marked with the tinjm*- and ad¬ 
dress of the consignee, so as to ensure 
prompt delivery, even if separate*! from 
the waybill. 

“2. Murk* on package* should be com¬ 
pared with the bill of lading, and cor¬ 
rection.
